SPENDING OUR MONEY 
When a m erchant sells an article he makes a 
certain p rofit ov er and abov e the wholesale cost 
of the goods, the transp ortation, and the cost 
of handling. This ru le ap p lies the world ov er. 
Su p p ose the p eop le of this commu nity hav e 
$5 00,000 to sp end within a giv en length of time. 
It is better to keep the p rofits at home and in 
circu lation among us, or is it wiser to send it all 
away ? 
For p u rp oses of illu stration, we will say the 
dealer’s p rofit is 15 p er cent, or $7 5,000. 
If the p eop le send away for this $500,000 worth 
of goods all of the money they send away will 
stay away . We will nev er see it again. 
If, on the other hand, the p eop le bu y those 
goods from local dealers, the only money to be 
sent away will be the wholesale cost of the goods 
and the transp ortation charges. 
The 15 p er cent p rofit will remain at home, as 
well as the ov erhead ex p enses, su ch as clerical 
hire, insu rance, heat, light, and v ariou s other 
items. 
Keep ing that money at home does two imp or­ 
tan t things. It increases the money in circu la­ 
tion at home, and it giv es emp loy ment to local 
p eop le. 
Peop le who are in the habit of p atronizing 
their home merchants inv ariably hav e a better 
and more p rosp erou s commu nity than those who 
hav e the catalogu e or big city habit. 
These are facts worth looking in the face. 


MARRIAGE LICENSES 
It has been stated th at in many localities there 
is a general and dangerou s tendency to regard 
marriage licenses as “bou ght” rather than “is­ 
su ed.” Perhap s the m arriage license is commer­ 
cialized in some states by the fact th a t the money 
which the license clerk receiv es as salary , is 
based on the amou nt of bu siness he handles with 
su ch licenses.

In 
addition to the 10,000 p ersons who issu e licenses, 
there are 130,000 m inisters qu alified to “tie the 
knots,” and for those who do not engage m in­ 
isters they hav e their choice of 30,000 different 
officials, from ju stice of the p eace, on u p to high­ 
er cou rt ju dges.
